Kennedy told about 350 peo¬ 
ple who came to the rally about 
what he experienced and how he 
hopes that one day the problem 
can be eradicated. 

"Let's come to together as a 
society, as. a country, as a com¬ 
munity, and as a family to make 
Canada the safest place for chil¬ 
dren," he said. 

It wasn't safe for him when he 
was young. Kennedy was a young 
hockey player whose talent was 
making him one of the great ones. 
And although all outside appear¬ 
ances looked like he was a suc¬ 
cessful young man with bright 
eyes and dreams and hope, there 
was something that was torment¬ 
ing him inside and it was deep, 
dark and secretive. 

He told the crowd that had 
gathered on Wednesday that al¬ 
though he looked fine on the ice, 
he felt like a zombie carrying the 
secret that his coach, his mentor, 
his road to the NHL had sexually 
abused him. 

"From the time a child is 
abused to the time that they get 
help, they run from themselves, 
they run from the feelings inside 
them," Kennedy explained almost 
directly to the young people in 
the front of the room trying to a 
make a connection for them. 

He encouraged those who have 
experienced abuse to come for¬ 
ward and tell their story. 

"There are no miracles that 
need to happen here, it is about 
communication," he said. 

Kennedy rocked the country

"You are a special hero in my 
heart," Didsbury Mayor Ray Lea 
told Sheldon Kennedy when he 
came through Didsbury to crowds 
of admiring fans. 

"We are behind you 100%” 

Kennedy rolled in Didsburi¬ 
ans hearts when he rollerbladed 
from the stop signs at Highway 
2A and along the streets to the 
Memorial Complex where a large 
crowd had gathered to encour¬ 
age him. 


Local Didsbury Ramblers of 
minor hockey skated along side 
him as a show of support for 
Kennedy's cross-Canada skate. 
However, it was also a chance for 
Kennedy to show that he sup¬ 
ports the kids. 

People snapped pictures along 
the route, and Kennedy oblig¬ 
ingly turned and smiled for each 
shot. 

The whole experience was very 
upbeat, but underneath the 
laughing and the cheers, was a 


very serious subject, a subject 
that has so deeply affected 
Kennedy that he committed to 
raising millions for this cause, 
and that cause is sexual abuse of 
children. 

Kennedy spoke from the heart 
when he stood at the podium. He 
had not written a speech and 
often closed his eyes when he 
spoke as if reaching deep inside 
himself for what would get his 
message through. 


when he came out and decided to 
communicate to the hockey es¬ 
tablishment, the public, and most 
importantly, the justice system 
what Graham James had done to 
him. 

He says that it hurt him to see 
the man working with other 
young men knowing that he may 
also be torturing them with his 
abuse and manipulation. 

That was his motivation. 

But, sitting in his motorhome 
after the Didsbury rally Kennedy 
says he remembers the exact 
moment that he made the deci¬ 
sion that it was time. 

"It was the day my daughter 
was born. I thought that I could 
make a difference. I wanted to 
protect her and to protect other 
kids. There was just such an over¬ 
whelming feeling of love and 
trust," he says. It is that very 
daughter, twoyearold Ryan, that 
he thinks about everyday that he 
takes another stride in his jour¬ 
ney. 

Kennedy says he has missed 
his wife and his daughter im¬ 
mensely since he started out in 
May, but occasionally does get to 
meet up with them, like he did in 
Red Deer just the day before com¬ 
ing to Didsbury. 

Kennedy and his team of 5, 
i nlclud ing a trainer from Sundre, 
are on the road every single day 
and usually start at about 7 a.m. 
and go until late night with 
rollerblading and attending func¬ 
tions like the one in Didsbury.

A group of people pulled together and 
rounded up water to fight the blaze, which 
the three fire departments that responded, 
Didsbury, Carstairs, and Olds, were try¬ 
ing to keep from spreading to the big red 
barn that stood only a few feet away. 

Although the family declined to com¬ 
ment, the disbelief and shock could be seen 
in their face. 

A neighbor said, "Things are just dry 
this summer. I had four fire extinguishers 
on my tractor all season." 

The community feels sympathy for the 
family.

Homebase leaven Didsbury 

The Homebase central building 
that is currently located next to the 
Museum in Didsbury will soon be 
relocated to Bowden.

Identity crisis 

Chinook’s Edge Regional Di¬ 
vision #5 had an identity crisis 
and are now to be known as 
Chinook's Edge School Division 
#73. It was late in the school 
year last year that trustees 
started mentioning that they 
would like to see the name of the 
division have something to do 
with school. Corporate Secre¬ 
tary, Terresa Dersch explained 
that when the school boards in 
the province amalgamated, 
those that went winningly were 
called school divisions, and those 
that did not, like the County of 
Mountain View and Red Deer, 
were called regional divisions. 
However, the board was told 
that they could apply to Alberta 
Education for a legal name 
change. This summer, the board 
received word back that the name 
change would be effective Sept. 
1. Dersch said at the board meet¬ 
ing that the cost of the name 
change was not significant be¬ 
cause they will use up most 
existing stationery with the 
former name on it, and the sign 
changes will be done over time. 
She added with a laugh that 
they will even be able to recycle 
some of the existing letters on 
the current sign.

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Get ready to run 

Nomination day is Sept. 21

Ever though about how you would do it differently if you served 
on town council, county council or school board? Well here is your 
chance to show how you would do it. 

This month anyone interested in running for any of the three 
boards holding election in October, (school board, town council, or 
county council) can get their nomination package to have thier 
name officially put on the ballot. 

The returning officer for the town is Howard Fradley and 
information packages about serving and running are available at 
town office. 

Town office has their nomination packages ready for the three 
spots that will be opening. Vance van Dam, Dorothy Moore- 
Anderson, and Willard Swalm have announced that they will not 
be running for re-election in the fall, therefore there will be at least 
three new faces on council in October. 

However, there can be competition for any of the spots on 
council, and the voters will make the decision when they mark 
their ballots on October 19. 

But voters will be making more than one decision on that day. 
The school board elections will be the same, and the local trustee 
Deb Cousins has announced her intention to run again. Anyone 
who wants to run against her must fill out their nominations 
forms by Sept. 21. 

County residents will be voting on their school representative 
as well as their county councillor in the fall. So far, Coun. Jack 
Peck has decided not to run again, and Coun. Ben Penner has said 
that he will run if no one else runs, however if someone else wants 
to take his spot, he will willingly give it up. Ian Harvie, Dian 
Davies, Dave Derksen, Linda Burrell and Pat James have all said 
that they will run again. 

Campaigning by the candidates for these spots will start as soon 
as nomination forms are completed, and run through until election 
day. The Didsbury Chamber of Commerce is planning to hold a 
candidates forum during that time for potential town councillors. 

To run for any of these positions, you must be at least 18, a 
Canadian citizen, and have been a resident of that municipality for 
at least six months. 

Free information sessions on serving on a board or council are 
being made available by Alberta Municipal Affairs. They will cover 
a number of topics including legal issues, campaigning, your time 
involved, responsibilities, roles, and expectations. 

For more information on the seminars call the Government 
Studies Program at Alberta Municipal Affairs at 492-5052. Re¬ 
maining seminar locations are in Camrose, Sherwood Park and 
Westlock.

Unfor¬ 
tunately they have chosen to 
cause pain and suffering to 
those of us who have already 
endured much as we have had 
to deal with our own losses. 

Since these people seem to 


enjoy spending time in the cem¬ 
etery, my suggestion to the 
judge would include these two 
individuals working for at least 
the next year mowing the 
lawns, pulling weeds, clean¬ 
ing up the dead flowers and 
leaves and shovelling snow at 
the cemetery. As they work 
there, they will no doubt meet 
up with many of us whose 
family members headstones 
they have destroyed. They can 
get to know us, see the suffer¬ 
ing they caused, and under¬ 
stand our feelings of love and 
loss. Perhaps in some little 
way they will become better 
people than they are now.

Sunday, August 80 

Dear Friends, 

Monday evening we had our 
first group of students over for 
pizza. We invite them for supper 
and a time to visit or play games. 
We had four eighth-grade boys 
this week and they were very 
well-behaved. They came at 5:30 
and Dan played football with 
them until the pizzas were baked. 
This group was very talkative so 
we didn't bother playing any 
games. While the students are in 
our home we find out lots of in¬ 
teresting things about them that 
we would not normally know. 
They also get to know us as peo¬ 
ple instead of just as teacher/ 
librarian. Our purpose in being 
here is to influence these stu¬ 
dents for Christ, and this has 
been a very good way to break 
down barriers and create oppor¬ 
tunities to help students. Tomor¬ 
row night we should have five 
girls here. We're having the 
eighth-graders first because Dan 
in their class sponsor. 

The sports league for grades 
5-8 started this week. There are 
four teams of boys and four teams 


of girls involved in playing vol¬ 
leyball each Tuesday after school. 
Before the October break, which 
this year starts at the end of 
September, there will be a tour¬ 
nament involving all of these 
teams. These games on Tuesdays 
give students a chance to be in¬ 
volved in sports and on a team. 
Some of the students had never 
played before, so others had to be 
patient. It was nice to see their 
cooperation and willingness to 
help. We want our students to be 
positive members of whatever 
society they eventually join. With 
students from about 20 different 
countries, we have the opportu¬ 
nity of reaching around the world 
with our influence. 

We had a really good staff re¬ 
treat starting Friday evening out 
at Miango, where we were mar¬ 
ried just two and a half years ago.

Someone mentioned that it's easy 
to become paranoid after some¬ 
one within our mission commu¬ 
nity was killed by armed rob¬ 
bers. When we see a car stopped 


on the road ahead of us, it's sus¬ 
picious. Of course it's good to be 
careful, but we must continue 
with our lives and trust God to 
look after us.

Sheldon is much more than a hockey hero

He has gone through many, 
many sets of rollerblade wheels 
which are changed every day. 
He covers about 100 kilometres 
per day and he has reached 
speeds close to the world record 
by going about 58 miles per 
hour down some hills. 

He has travelled about 6700 
kilometres so far and has about 
1600 left to go before reaching 
his final point in Victoria. 

All of this has put Kennedy 
in such ggod condition that he 
has received two phone calls to 
go back to the NHL, one from 
Edmonton and one from To¬ 
ronto. 

The head office of the Sheldon 
Kennedy Foundation is in Cal¬ 
gary and is manned by about 14 
people, which in itself seems to 
kind of amaze Kennedy. 

But what is even more amaz¬ 
ing to him is that he just re¬ 
ceived word that they had to 
put in eight more phone lines to 
handle the volume of donation 
calls that are coming in. 

Kennedy says that these are 
all just statistics and it is the 
people and the children that he 
is most concerned about. "I 
want to give them their voice 
back." 

And, according to Gil 
Carriere, of the local health 
regions' child and family serv¬ 
ices authority board he has 
done just that. 

"There is a choir, a sym¬ 
phony of voices of the children 
he has helped," said Carriere. 

But Kennedy and his sup¬ 
port team say they have seen 
more than just children come 
to terms with the abuse they 
have endured. Kennedy says 
the most heartwarming mo¬ 
ment in his tour was in On¬ 
tario when a 70 year old man 
came to him after a rally with 
tears in his eyes and told him 
that he had been abused as a 
child and had never told any¬ 
one before. 

This kind of response has 
not been uncommon. They re¬ 
portedly hear more than 10 
stories per day. This includes 
during his short time in Dids¬ 
bury. Kennedy says that there 
were people Wednesday night 
who came up to him and told 
him their abuse story. In fact, 
a man in the crowd stood up 
during question period and 
told Kennedy that he knows 
someone who is abusing chil¬ 
dren, and he also knows the 
person that is being abused. 
He asked how loudly he should 


speak out, and Kennedy re¬ 
sponded with a blunt but hope¬ 
fully effective answer. 

"I think you should scream," 
he said. 

Another woman in the crowd 
thanked Kennedy for taking 
such a taboo topic and bringing 
it to where it should be, in the 
bright light of recognition and 
realization. 

Kennedy said after the rally 
that sometimes it is stressful 
and hard to contain his emo¬ 
tions when he talks about the 
issue, and what happened to 
him, but says with each day it 
gets easier, and he is so deter¬ 
mined to achieve his goal that 
he will do what it takes. 

Whatever it takes to build 
Anaphe Ranch (Anaphe is the 
goddess and protector of chil¬ 
dren) on 640 acres near Ra¬ 
dium Hot Springs he will do. 
He has already raised over 
$2.57 million to build the ranch 
for abused children. 

And, that doesn't include 
the more than $2800 donated 
by Didsburians Wednesday. 
They sold kilometres for $1 
each at the door which raised 
$698. Also, The Didsbury Elks 
and Didsbury Lions donated 
$500 each. 

Vance van Dam of the Li¬ 
on's said he really appreciated 
that Kennedy could stop in 
Didsbury because it brings 
what might seem like only a 
"big city" problem home. "Child 
abuse can be a problem in 
small towns or anywhere." 

The Didsbury Agricultural 
Society donated $250. Other 
large donations came from Car- 
stairs Minor Hockey, Dids¬ 
bury Minor Hockey and The 
Didsbury Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment. On top of all of that 
the T-shirt, hat and necklaces 
flew off the table with eager¬ 
ness, and those proceeds will 
also go to the campaign. 

So, what does Kennedy 
think of Didsbury, well the 
coulee on rollerblades was an 
adventure but he says, "We 
had a great reception. It is a 
great town." His support team 
says it was a very big turn out 
for such a small town. 

To sum up the evening and 
the whole cross country skate, 
it was Carriere who may have 
said it best. 

Using the theme of 
Kennedy's tour he asked, "Are 
we there yet?" Then answered 
the question. 

"Sheldon has shown us the 
way, and we will get there." 


The kids in the crowd hung on Kennedy's every word as he 
spoke sometimes directly to them asking them to speak out 
against abuse, and to tell someone if they knew it was 
happening.

Bob Clark has 
ideas about FOIP 


Bob Clark, Information and 
Privacy Commissioner who 
lives in Carstairs, released his 
submission to the Select Spe¬ 
cial Committee regarding the 
three-year review of the Free¬ 
dom of Information and Pro¬ 
tection of Privacy Act (the 
"Act") on Sept. 3. 

In April 1998, the Select 
Special Committee released a 
discussion guide which re¬ 
quested public comment as to 
how the Act could be improved. 
The Commissioner responded 
to this discussion guide with a 
number of comments and rec¬ 
ommendations. 

In his submission, the Com¬ 
missioner emphasized that 
generally, the "access and pri¬ 
vacy process" is working well. 
He stated that, in his opinion, 
the Act has had a significant 
impact on Albertans by ensur¬ 
ing openness and accountabil¬ 
ity, while at the same time 
safeguarding individual pri¬ 
vacy in the public sector. While 
the Commissioner agreed some 
amendments to the Act are 
necessary, he emphasized that 
legislators should not amend 
the Act to cover every possible 
contingency or problem but 
rather continue to allow the 
Commissioner the flexibility 
to address new situations by 
applying the principles of "fair 
information practices." 

The Commissioner made 16 
recommendations. Some ad¬ 


dressed broader issues such 
as the scope of the Act, while 
others addressed more techni¬ 
cal amendments such as time¬ 
limits and fee payment provi¬ 
sions. 

One recommendation was 
that the Select Special Com¬ 
mittee review the Act to deter¬ 
mine whether the Act should 
be amended to cover self-gov¬ 
erning professional and occu¬ 
pational organizations as pub¬ 
lic bodies. The Commissioner 
stated that the recognized im¬ 
portance of certain professions 
and occupations leads him to 
conclude that regulation is nec¬ 
essary to ensure they are ac¬ 
countable to the public in the 
areas of access and privacy 
protection. 

Other recommendations in¬ 
cluded: 

- defining the municipal and 
regional police services as dis¬ 
tinct bodies under section 1 

(l); 

- authorizing the Informa¬ 
tion and Privacy Commis¬ 
sioner to delegate any of his 
duties, powers and functions 
under section 59; 

- clarifying the time-limits 
to request a review by the In¬ 
formation and Privacy Com¬ 
missioner under section 63 (2); 

- clarifying the continuing 
request fee payment provisions 
under regulation 13 (4) to pro¬ 
vide for a simplified formula to 
calculate fees.

There is a niche in the mar¬ 
ket and Cam Steward has found 
it and dug out his own little spot 
there. 

That niche is custom made 
products such as embroidery, 
mugs, pens, flags, keychains, 
actually just about anything you 
can think of can be personalized 
for a business or a group. 

"I can do anything you can 
imagine with your name on it," 
lays Steward from his new facil¬ 
ity on 19 Ave. in Didsbury next 
to Burns School of Music. 

Steward actually got into this 
business three years ago. He 
owns a trucking company called 
CS Express for which he wanted 
to have some company memora¬ 
bilia made. When he went to 
most companies, they wanted 
large bulk orders, but for a small 
business who only needed a cou¬ 
ple of things, the economy of 
scale didn't work. 

Steward started making 
some inquiries and found that a 
specialties company was needed 
in the area. Even Calgary com¬ 
panies are shipping their stuff 
to far off places. 

"It is a market that is really 
taking off,” he says. And, he 
plans to ride that wave all the 
way to top. 

Steward started out working 
the company from his own home, 
but when he decided to expand 
he needed his own space, a big¬ 
ger space that could accommo¬ 
date his new industrial embroi¬ 
dery machine. He found that 
space a couple of months ago 
and is now in business. 

And business is good. 

"If it is any indication I just 
got my new machine last week 
and I already have seven or¬ 
ders," he says. 

Steward has the capacity to 
do many things, including what 
he was looking for all that time 
ago, which is speciality items 
for small companies in small 


amounts. 

"That is my market, the 
smaller quantities." 

But, that doesn't mean he 
can't handle the big stuff.

Steward is busy these days 
selling his products and his

Canada's beef 
exports: Good 
news - bad news 

The Canada Beef Export Federation (CBEF) has just compiled 
sales figures for the first half of 1998 and the results are mixed. 

"The economic turmoil in Asia has finally caught up with our 
exports," said Federation President Ted Haney. 

Overall, exports are down 16% compared to the first half of 
1997. 

Despite this, Canada's largest off-shore customer continues to 
increase purchases. Japanese exports are up 9%. Haney explains 
that there are a number of economic factors at work in Japan. The 
yen has strengthened slightly against the Canadian dollar, mean¬ 
ing the Canadian product is more cost effective. 

"We also notice the Japanese consumer continues to become 
even more conservative. They are willing to walk away from the 
domestic crossbred beef meat case and continue to walk to the 
imported meat case where they will buy product that will sell 
quality for quality, cut for cut, at about two-thirds of the price. 
High end food services have been injured significantly in Japan. 
Not only are individuals not dining out as often, the corporate 
entertainment budgets have taken a big hit." 

Haney says it's also noted that all beef exporters to Japan have 
increased sales to the low end or fast food sector. This has grown 
dramatically as more Japanese are turning to five and six dollar 
lunches. 

South Korea, says Haney, is in a position of economic collapse, 
and as a result, Canada's beef exports are down 84% this year. He 
anticipates the "bottom" won't be reached until 1999. Exports to 
Taiwan for the first half of the year are down 19% but he adds: "I'm 
confident that by the end of this year, Canadian sales will at least 
recover to the record 1997 levels." 

Hong Kong and China have increased their Canadian beef 
purchases by more than 7% so far this year. 

"Our bright spot has been Mexico," said Haney. Exports to that 
country are up 24%.

The CWB will once again of¬ 
fer a delivery program to assist 
farmers with fusarium-affected 
wheat and barley. 

The delivery program allows 
farmers to deliver certain classes 
and grades of wheat and barley 
with fusarium damage above 
the tolerance levels established 
by the Canadian Grain Com¬ 
mission, while maintaining ex¬ 
port standards and customer 
requirements. 

For the 1998-99 crop year, 
Nos. 2 and 3 Canada Western 
Red Spring wheat will be ac¬ 
cepted at country elevators with 
a maximum of 5% fusarium con¬ 
tent. No. 2 Canada Prairie 


Spring Red wheat. No. 2 Canada 
Prairie Spring White wheat, No. 
2 Canada Western Extra Strong 
wheat and Nos. 3, 4 and 5 
Canada Western Amber Durum 
wheat will be accepted with a 
maximum 10% fusarium con¬ 
tent. Feed barley will be ac¬ 
cepted with a maximum 5% 
fusarium content. This is the 
same program that was offered 
in 1997-98. 

Under the program, farmers 
will receive the initial payment 
for these grades minus a dis¬ 
count for fusarium content. For

Fusarium is a fungal disease, 
which most often infects wheat, 
but barley, oats, rye, corn, ca¬ 
nary seed and forage grasses 
are also susceptible.

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About the CFC Bulletin 


The Canadian Firearms Cen¬ 
tre (CFC) Bulletin explains spe¬ 
cific areas of the Firearms Act 
and how it affects you. The CFC 
is the group of federal and pro¬ 
vincial/territorial partners imple¬ 
menting the Firearms Act which 
will be phased in starting Oct. 1. 

Applying for a registration cer¬ 
tificate: 

StartingOct. l,you,asanadult 
(18 years and over), will have 
until Jan. 1, 2003 to apply for a 
Registration Certificate for each 
non-restricted firearm (most 
hunting rifles and shotguns) you 
own on Oct. 1. You can do this by 
simply mailing in your applica¬ 
tion. Your restricted and prohib¬ 
ited firearms should be registered 
already. If you now own restricted 
or prohibited firearms, you sim¬ 
ply must confirm that the regis¬ 
tration information is complete 
and up-to-date. (Call 1-800-731- 
4000 for this form). Afterwards, a 
new certificate will be issued to 
you free of charge. A Registration 
Certificate will be issued for each 
firearm. To apply for a Registra¬ 
tion Certificate you will need ei¬ 
ther a valid Firearms Acquisi¬ 
tion Certificate (FAC) or one of 
the new firearms licenses. Your 
new firearms license must cover 
the class of firearm being regis¬ 
tered (non-restricted, restricted, 
prohibited). Your FAC will be 
valid for all classes of firearms 
which you register (until it ex¬ 
pires). You can apply for a fire¬ 
arms license and a Registration 
Certificate at the same time. It 
will cost a flat fee of $10, in the 
first year following implementa-

stricted firearmsyou own on Oct. 
1. This fee will rise on a sliding 
scale up to $18 on July 1, 2001. 
After Oct. 1 it will cost $25 to 
register any newly acquired fire¬ 
arm in your name. You will only 
have to register your firearm once 
(unless you modify the firearm 
so it changes class). 

Identifying firearms: 

When you register your fire¬ 
arm, you will need to provide in¬ 
formation about your firearm on 
the Registration Application 
Form. This information includes 
the firearm make, model, serial 
number (if there is one), calibre/ 
gauge, barrel length, type, action, 
number of shots, and manufac¬ 
turer (if different from make). If 
the calibre and barrel length of a 
firearm can be changed, individu¬ 


als can register more than one 
calibre and barrel length per fire¬ 
arm. The Registrar, who heads 
the Canadian Firearms Registry, 
will compare this information to 
a Firearms Reference Table 
(FRT) currently in development. 
If the firearm information on the 
application doesn't match the 
same firearm information in the 
FRT, or if the firearm is not in 
the FRT, the Registrar's office 
will contact you for further infor¬ 
mation. Once a firearm has been 
properly identified and classified 
as non-restricted, restricted or 
prohibited, the Registrar will is¬ 
sue a Registration Certificate for 
your firearm. 

CFC Bulletins 22 and 25 are 
on Registration. Bulletin 23 will 
be on the Firearms Identifica¬ 
tion Number.
